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PREFACE. 



The first edition of this work was published in March, 
1857, shortly after the Eevised Scale of Fees and Charges 
was issued under the Orders of January in that year. At 
that date it was the only book which, whilst it contained 
precedents of a thoroughly practical and reliable nature, 
also gave a selection from the Eules and Orders of the 
Court having reference to the question of costs. It is 
scarcely necessary to add, that such a work met with so 
large a patronage from the legal profession, that it has been 
out of print for several years. 

It is a sufficient apology for issuing the present edition, 
that since 1857, so very many and important changes have 
taken place in the practice of the Court of Chancery, as to 
render it necessary to alter many of the charges made by 
solicitors, as well as the fees taken in the various offices. 
A glance at the Eules and Orders, with their Schedules, as 
contained in the appendix will show the nature and extent 
of those alterations. 

This work is submitted to the keen scrutiny of those 
gentlemen for whose use it is specially intended, with the 
fuU expectation that some few errors will be detected ; yet 
as no care or labour has been spared to ensure accuracy, it 
is confidently believed that it will meet with as large a 
share of acceptance and patronage as favoured the former 
edition. 

In revising and adding to the precedents, much care has 
been bestowed to frame them in strict accordance with 
Bills of Costs which have passed the ordeal of the Taxing 
Office, and also to check each item by the charges and fees 
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allowed and payable under the several Orders. This will 
be seen at once by a reference to the Index. 

Every effort has been made to obtain copies of taxed 
bills in respect of proceedings in the county courts under 
their equitable jurisdiction but without success. Upon ap- 
plying to several registrars of the metropolitan county 
courts, they have stated that it was the intention of the 
Treasury Commissioners in framing the scale of charges so 
to arrange them as that they should answer all the pur- 
poses of a precedent, and that the profession can have no 
better guide. The scale of charges has, therefore, alone 
been inserted, and will be found at the end of the Orders 
relating to costs in equitable matters under the County 
Courts Acts 1865 and 1867.

Having obtained an order for the tcixation of costs, make 
a fair copy of the order or decree for the Taxing Master on 
foolscap paper, bookways, with an inner margin, and also 
a guard margin for stitching. Write at the foot of the copy

certify that this a true copy of the original order (or de- 
cree) as passed and entered. 
Dated 18—.

The present practice in the Eegistrar's Office on refer- 
ences for taxation, is to direct the reference ' " to the 
Taxing Master ;" and not " to the Taxing Master in rota- 
tion," or "to the Taxing Master to whom this cause or 
matter stands referred." The Taxing Masters, ■ however, 
adhere to the old form of certificate ; should, therefore, a 
previous taxation or reference have taken place, carry the 
' order, as of course, into the office of the saine Taxing 
Master as before. 

If, however, no previous reference has taken place, write 
the following certificate in the margin of the first side of 
the original order :— 

"" I hereby certify that this cause (or matter) has not been 
already referred to any Taxing Master. 
Dated 18—.

Plaintiff's SoUcitor." 
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And in the same margin of the order write the follow- 
ing certificate : — 

" Mr. is the proper Taxing Master to whom

Take the order to the Clerk of the Sitting Master for 
the day, whose name is posted up at the Taxing Of&ce, and 
he will get the certificate filled up and signed by the 
Master. 

The proper Taxing Master having been ascertained, add 
the above certificates to the copy, which is then to be left 
in his office. Give notice immediately to all parties inte- 
rested of the name of the Taxing Master with whom the 
order is lodged, and request them to leave their costs. An 
appointment to tax wUl not be given until all the bills 
have been left. 

Copy the bill of costs on foobcap paper, bookways, tak- 
ing care to charge all necessary letters and attendances in 
their proper places, (stating briefly the purport of each 
letter and the object and result of each attendance), and 
to insert the date of every attendance, and to keep all dates 
within the margin, that they may not interfere with or be 
confounded with the deductions. Add the year and month 
at the top of each page. 

Arrange the papers and vouchSrs in the order in which 
they are referred to in the Bill, and make an appointment 
with the Clerk of the Taxing Master, to go through and 
mark them, this being now invariably done in the outer 
office.

I. The following copies shall continue to be made by 
the officers of the Court; that is to say, office copies of 
proceedings filed in the Eeport Office ; office copies of 
answers, exceptions, pleas, and demurrers ; office copies of 
depositions of witnesses and examinations of parties to be 
made for and taken by the party on whose behalf such 
depositions and examinations are taken ; office copies of 
affidavits to be made for and taken by the party filing the 
same ; and office copies of affidavits to be taken under the 
39th Eule of Order. XXXV. And such copies shall be 
written on paper of a convenient ' size, with a sufficient 
margin, and in a neat and legible manner, similar to that

the Eegxilations subjoined to these Orders, and such other 
regulations as shall for the time being be made in that 
behalf; and, subject thereto, by the persons by whom, and 
in the manner and at the charges in and at which, they are 
now made.

3. Copies of pleadings and other proceediags in the 
Court, and of the documents relating thereto, except such 
copies as are mentioned in the 1st Eule of this Order, 
instead of being made and delivered by officers of the 
Court at the office in which they are filed or left, shall be 
made, delivered, charged, and paid for, according to the 
following rules of this Order. 

4. The party or his solicitor requiring any copy, save as 
excepted in the preceding Eule, shall make a written ap- 
plication to the party by whom the copy ought to be 
delivered, or his solicitor, with an undertaking to pay the 
proper charges. 

5. Upon such requisition being made, with such under- 
taking as aforesaid, copies of such pleadings, proceedings, 
or documents, shall be made by the party or his solicitor 
filing or leaving the same, or who under the 1st Eule 
may have taken office copies thereof. 

6. The copies shall be ready to be delivered at the

2. So far as regards the fees of Court on and subsequently 
to the 1st of February, 1857, the same shall be regulated 
by the regulations subjoined to these orders, and by such 
other regulations as may from time to time be duly made iu 
that behalf. 

3. The fees of court (save as provided by the 8th rule of 
this order) shall be collected, not in money, but means of 
stamps denoting the amount of such fees, to be provided 
and used as by the Stat. 15 & 16 Vict. c. 87, is directed. 
And the stampa for denoting the amount of such fees shall 
be of the amounts set forth in the regulations as to couit 
fees subjoined to these orders, and in such other regula- 
tions as may from time to time be duly made in that be- 
half. 

4. The Commissioners of Inland Eevenue shall from 
time to time give the necessary directions for carrying this 
order into effect, as is provided by the said last-mentioned 
act. And the said Commissioners shall once ia every 
month cause to be paid into the bank, to the credit of the 
accountant-general, to the account there intituled "The 
Suitors' Fee Fund Account," such sums of money as may 
have been received by them for the stamps hereiabefore 
mentioned, after deducting the costs, charges, and expenses

matter or thing to be so done, shall make application for 
the same by a short note or memorandum in writing, and 
a stamp denoting the amount of the fee so payable shall 
be stamped on or affixed to such note or memorandum. 

6. Every officer of the Court of Chancery (other than a 
solicitor, as such,) who shall receive any document to which 
a stailip shall be affixed, pursuant to the provisions of this 
order, shall, immediately upon the receipt of such docu- 
ment, cancel or deface the stamp thereon, by writing upon 
such stamp his name or the initial letters of his name, in

Costs, Chaeges, and Expenses, generally. 

1. The taxing masters shall perform all such duties as 
were formerly referred to or performed by the masters in 
ordinary in relation to the taxation of costs ; and shall in 
respect thereof have all such powers and authorities as 
were formerly nested in the masters in ordinary. 

To administer oaths. 

To examine witnesses and parties. 

To order the production and inspection of hooks, 
papers, and documents. 

To proceed de die in diem, 

To make separate reports and certificates. 

To require that any party he represented by a sepa- 
rate solicitor. 

And to direct and adopt all such other proceedings 
as might formerly be directed and adopted by the 
masters in ordinary, on references for the taxation of 
costs, and taking accoimts of what is due in respect of 
such costs, and such other accounts connected there- 
with as may be directed by the court. 

2. All references for the taxation of costs shall be made 
to the taxing master in rotation ; or if there shall have 
been any former taxation of costs in the same cause or 
matter, then to the taxing master before whom such former 
taxation shall have taken place. 

3. The taxing masters shall be respectively assistant to 
each other ; and in the discharge of their duties, and for 
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the better dispatcli of the business of their respective 
offices, any taxing master may tax or assist in the taxation 
of a bill of costs which has been referred to any other tax- 
ing master for taxation, and for ascertaining what is due in 
respect of such costs, and in such case shall certify accord- 
ingly. 

4. "Where the court appoints one of the solicitors of the 
court to be guardian, ad litem of an infant or person of 
unsound mind, the court may direct that the costs to be 
incurred in the performance of the duties of such office 
shall be borne and paid, either by the parties or some one 
or more of the parties to the suit in which such appoint- 
ment is made, or out- of any fund in court in which such 
infant or person of unsound mind may be interested, and 
may give directions for the repayment or allowance of 
such costs, as the justice and circumstances of the case 
may require, 

.5. Where costs are ordered to be paid to a party suing 
or defending in forma pauperis, such costs shall be taxed as 
dives costs, unless the court shall otherwise direct. 

6. One hundred pounds shall be the penal sum in the 
bond to be given as a security to answer costs by any plain- 
tiff who is out of the jurisdiction of the court, 

7. Where the plaintiff is directed to pay to the defen- 
dant the costs of the suit, the costs occasioned to a de- 
fendant by any amendment of the bill shall be deemed to 
be part of such defendant's costs in the cause (except as to 
any amendment which may have been made by special 
leave of the court, or which shall appear to have been ren- 
dered necessary by the default of such defendant) ; but 
there shall be deducted from such costs any sum which 
may have been paid by the plaintiff, according to the course 
of the coTirt at the time of any amendment. 

8. Where, upon, taxation, a plaintiff who has obtained a 
decree with costs is not allowed the costs of any amend- 
mendment of the bill, upon the ground of its having been 
unnecessarily made, the defendant's costs, occasioned by 
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such araendment, shall be taxed, and the amount thereof 
deducted from the costs to be paid by the defendant to the 
plaintiff. 

9. Where, upon the hearing of any cause, petition, or 
motion, the court is of opinion that any pleading, petition, 
or affidavit, or any part thereof, is improper or of unneces- 
sary length, there, unless the same has been referred for im- 
pertinence under the practice existiug before the passing of 
the Stat. 15 & 16 Vict. c. 86, the court may either declare 
such pleading, petition, or affidavit, or any part thereof, to 
be improper or of unnecessary length, or may direct the 
taxing master to look into such pleading, petition, or affi- 
davit, and distinguish what part thereof is improper or of 
unnecessary length, and may direct the taxing master to 
ascertain the costs occasioned to any party by such part 
thereof as in the one case may have been declared to be, 
and in the other case may have been distinguished as being, 
improper or of unnecessary length, and may make such order 
as is just for the payment, set-off, or other allowance of 
such costs. , ^ 

10. Where it appears to the judge in chambers that any 
statement, affidavit, or other proceeding before him, con- 
tains impertinent or unnecessary matter he may (without 
any application made to him for the purpose) disallow such 
matter, and the chief clerk shall distinguish by his initials 
in the margin the parts so disallowed, and shall state such 
disallowance in his report or certificate as to the particular 
inquuy on which such statement, affidavit, or other pro- 
ceeding sha,ll have been used before him ; and in the taxa- 
tion of costs, no costs shall be allowed to the party by or 
on whose behaK such statement, affidavit, or other pro- 
ceeding was brought into the judge's chambers, for or in 
respect of the matter so disallowed ; and the taxing master 
shall allow to the other parties to the suit or matter all 
such costs as have been incurred by or occasioned to them 
by reason of the matter so disallowed ; and such costs shaU 
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be paid by the party by or on whose behalf such statement, 
affidavit, or other proceeding -vsas so brought in. 

11. The application to be made under the Stat. 15 & 16 
Vict. 0. 86. s. 17 for the costs of any impertinent matter 
introduced into any biU, answer, or other proceeding, shall 
be made at the time when the court disposes of the costs 
of the cause or matter, and not at any other time. 

12. Where the same solicitor is employed for two or 
more defendants, and separate answers are filed, or other 
proceedings had, by or for two or more of such defendants 
separately, the taxing master shall consider, in the taxation 
of such solicitor's biQ of costs, either between party and 
party, or between solicitor and client, whether such sepa- 
rate answers or other proceedings were necessary or proper; 
and if he is of opinion that any part of the costs occasioned 
thereby has been unnecessarily or improperly iucurred, the 
same shall be disallowed. 

13. Where a defendant submits to exceptions for insuf- 
ficiency, which have not been set down for hearing, he shall 
pay to the plaintiff twenty shillings costs. (22nd May, 
1661 ; Sand. 300.) And where a plaintiff obtains a decree 
with costs, the costs occasioned to the plaintiff by the iasuf- 
ficiency of the answer of any defendant who shall have 
submitted to exceptions for insufficiency, shall be deemed 
to be part of the plaintiff's costs in the cause, such sum 
being deducted therefrom as shall have bean paid by the 
defendant upon the exceptions to the said answer being 
submitted to. 

14. The costs of a bin of discovery filed by an defendant 
to a bin for relief shall be costs in the original cause, unless 
the court shall otherwise direct. 

15. The plaintiff, having duly caused an appearance to 
be entered for any defendant, is entitled, as against the 
same defendant, to the costs of and incident to entering 
such appearance, whatever may be the event of the suit ; 
and such costs shall be added to any costs which the plain- 
tiff may be entitled to receive from such defendant, or be ■ 
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set off against any costs whicli lie may be ordered to pay 
to such defendant ; but payment thereof shall not be other- 
wise enforced without the leave of the court. 

16. Where no account, payment, conveyance, or other 
relief is sought against a party, but the plaintiff requires 
such party to appear to or answer the bill, the costs occa- 
sioned by the plaintiff having required such party so to 
appear to or answer the bUl, and the costs of all pro- 
ceedings consequent thereon, shall be paid by the plain- 
tiff unless the court shall otherwise direct. 

17. Expenses incurred in consequence of affidavits 
being prepared or settled by counsel, shall be allowed 
only when the taxing master shall in his discretion, and 
on consideration of the special circumstances in each case, 
think such expenses properly incurred ; and in such case 
he shall be at liberty to allow the same or such parts 
thereof as he may consider just and reasonable, whether 
the taxation be between solicitor and client or between 
party and party. 

18. No costs shall be allowed, either as between party 
and party or as between solicitor and client, for any 
written bUl or written copy of a bill filed under the 
Stat. 15 & 16 Vict. c. 86, s. 6, or for any written copy 
thereof served upon any defendant thereto, or for any 
written brief of such bUl, unless the court, in disposing 
of the costs of the cause, shall direct the allowance 
theroef. 

12. The payment to be made by the defendant to the 
plaintiff for printed copies of the bill shall be at the rate 
of one half-penny per folio. 

20. Where two counsel appear for the same party 
upon the hearing of any cause or matter, and it appears 
to the taxing master to have been necessary or proper for 
such party to retain two counsel to appear, the costs occa- 
sioned thereby shall be allowed, although both of such 
counsel may have been selected from the outer bar. 

21. Where a cause which stands for hearing is called 
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on to be heard, but cannot be decided by reason of a 
want of parties or other defect on the part of the plain- 
tiff, and is therefore struck out of the paper, and the 
same cause is again set down, the defendant shall be 
allowed the taxed costs occasioned by the first setting 
down, although he does not obtain the costs of the suit. 

22. Where a cause; being in the paper for hearing, is 
ordered to be adjourned upon payment of the costs of the 
day, the party to pay the same, whether before the Lord 
Chancellor, the Lords Justices, the Master of the Eolls, or 
one of the Vice-Chancellors, shall pay the sum of ten 
pounds, unless the court shall otherwise direct. 

23. Where a party gives a notice of motion, and does not 
move accordingly, he shall pay to the other side, costs to be 
taxed by the taxing master, unless the court itself shall 
direct, upon production of the notice of motion, what sum 
shall be paid for costs. 

24 A creditor who has come in and establishment his 
debt in the judge's chambers, under a decree or order in a 
suit, shall be entitled to the costs of so establishing his 
debt ; and the sum to be allowed for such costs shall be 
fixed by the judge, unless he shall think fit to direct the 
taxation thereof ; and the amount of such costs, or the sum 
allowed in respect thereof, shall be added to the debt so 
established. 

25. Where an account consists in part of any bUl of 
costs, or where the judge is authorised to fix the amount 
of costs under the 24th Kule of this Order, the judge may 
direct the taxing master to assist him in settling such costs, 
not being the ordinary costs of passing the account of a 
receiver ; and the taxing master, on receiving such direc- 
tion, shall proceed to tax such costs, and shall have the 
same powers, and the same fees shaJl be payable in respect 
thereof, as if the same had been referred to the taxing 
master by an order, and he shall return the same, with his 
opinion thereon, to the judge by whose direction the same 
were taxed. 
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26. Where, upon the taxation of any hiU of costs, it 
appears to the taxing master, that, for the purpose of duly- 
taxing the same, it is necessary to inspect any books, 
papers, or documents, relating to the cause or matter ia the 
chambers of any judge, the taxing master shall be at liberty 
to request the chief clerk of such judge to cause the same 
to be transmitted to the ofBce of the taxing master ; and 
also to request such chief clerk to certify any, proceedings 
in the said chambers which may be comprised in the bill 
of costs under taxation ; and in such cases the chief clerk, 
when and so soon and at and for such times as the due trans- 
action of the business at the said chambers wOl permit, 
shall direct such books, papers, and documents, to be trans- 
mitted to the of&ce of taxing master for his use during the 
taxation, and shall certify the proceedings which have taken 
place in the said chambers according to the request of the 
taxing master ; and after the costs ia respect of which such 
request of the taxing master was made shall have been 
certified, the taxing master shall cause the same books, 
papers, and documents, which have been so transmitted to 
his office, if then remaining there, to be returned to the 
chambers of the judge. - 

27. "When any book, paper, or document, shall be trans- 
mitted from the chambers of a judge to the office of a 
taxing master, a memorandum of such transmission shall 
be made and signed by the taxing master or the clerk of 
the taxing master at whose request such book, paper, or 
decument may be transmitted, and shall be delivered to 
the chief clerk of such judge ; and when any such book, 
paper, or document, shall be returned from the office of the 
taxing master to the judge's chambers, a memorandum of 
such return shall be made and signed by such chief clerk, 
or by one of his clerks, and shall be delivered to the tax- 
ing master. 

28. Parties attending any proceeding in chambers, with- 
out having obtained the previous leave of the judcre to 
attend the same, shall not be allowed any costs of 
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sucli attendance, unless by special order of tlie court or 
judge. 

29. The costs of counsel attending the judge in chambers 
shall not in any case be allowed, unless the judge certifies 
it to be a proper case for counsel to attend. 

30. Where, in pursuance of any direction by the court 
or a judge in chambers, drafts are settled by any of the 
conveyancing counsel of the court, the expense of procuring 
such drafts to be previously or subsequently settled by 
other counsel on behalf of the same parties on whose 
behalf such drafts are settled by the conveyancing coun- 
sel of the court, shall not be allowed on taxation as 
between party and party, or as between solicitor and client, 
unless the court or the judge in chambers shall otherwise 
direct. 

31. "Where a proceeding in "chambers fails by reason of 
the non-attendance of any party, and the judge does not 
think it expedient to proceed ex parte, the judge may order 
Such an amount of costs (if any) as he shall think reason- 
able, to be paid to the party attending, by the absent party 
or by his solicitor personally. 

32. Where costs are to be taxed as between party and 
party, the taxing master may allow to the party entitled 
to receive such costs aU such just and reasonable expenses 
as appear to have been properly incurred in 

The service and execution of writs, and the ser- 
vice of orders, notices, petitions, warrants, and sum- 
monses ; 

Advising with counsel on the pleadings, evidence, 
and other proceedings in the cause ; 

Procuring counsel to settle and sign pleadings and 
such petitions as may appear to be proper to have been 
settled by counsel ; 

Procuring consultations of counsel ; 

Procuring the attendance of counsel in judge's 
chambers, or in the masters' ofSces, where the judge 
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or master has certified the case to be proper for coun- 
sel to attend ; 

Procuring evidence by deposition or affidavit, and 
the attendance of witnesses ; and 

Supplying counsel with copies of, or extracts from, 
necessary documents. 

But in allowing such costs, the taxing master shaU not 
allow to such party any costs which do not appear to have 
been necessary or proper for the attainment of justice or 
for defending his rights, or which appear to have been ia- 
curred .through over-caution, negligence, or mistake, or 
merely at the desire of the party. 

33. Any party who may be dissatisfied with the allow- 
ance or disallowance by the taxing master, in any bill of 
costs taxed by him, of the whole or any part of any item or 
items, may, at any time before the certificate is signed, deh- 
ver to the other party interested therein, and carry in before 
the taxing master, an objection in writing to such allow- 
ance or disallowance, specifying therein, by a list in a 
short and concise form, the items or item or parts or part 
thereof objected to, and may thereupon apply to the tax- 
ing master for a warrant to review the taxation in respect 
of the same. 

34. Upon the application for such warrant, or upon the 
return thereof, the taxing master shall reconsider and re- 
view his taxation upon such objection, and he may, if he 
shall thiak fit, receive further evidence in respect thereof ; 
and if so required by either party, he shall state, either in 
his certificate of taxation or by reference to such objection, 
the grounds and reasons of his decision thereon, and any 
special facts or circumstances relating thereto, 

Eules 35 and 36 abrogated by Order 17 April, 1867, 
which directs that : — 

I. 

All appUoations made under the Statute 6th and 7th Victoria, 
chapter 73, to refer any bill of any attorney or solicitor of his 
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fees, charges, and disbursements, for any business done by such, 
attorney or solicitor, to be taxed and settled, and for the delivery 
of such bill, and for the delivering up of deeds, documents, and 
papers, or for any or either of those purposes, shall hereafter be 
made to a Judge at chambers by summons, instead of by special 
petition to the Court, except applications for orders of course, 
which are to be made as heretofore. 

III. 
Any party who may be dissatisfied with the certificate of the 
taxing uaster, as to any item, or part of an item, which may have 
been objected to, as in the 33rd rule of such 40th order mentioned, 
may apply to the Judge by whem the order for taxation shall 
have been made for an order to review the taxation, as to the 
same item, or part of an item ; and such application shall be 
made by a summons at chambers, and such Judge may there- 
upon make such order as to the Judge shall seem just.

Such application shall be heard and determined upon the evi- 
dence which shall have been brought in before the taxing mas- 
ter ; and no further evidence shall be received upon the hearing 
thereof, unless the Judge shall otherwise direct. 

37. Upon interlocutory applications, where the Court 
deems it proper to award costs to either party, the Court 
may by the order direct payment of a sum in gross in lieu 
of taxed costs, and direct by and to whom such sum in 
gross shall be paid. 

38. Where a bill or petition is dismissed with costs, 
or a motion is refused with costs, or any costs are by 
any general or special order ordered or decreed to be 
paid, the taxing master in rotation, or if there has been 
any former taxation of costs in the same cause or matter, 
then the taxing master before whom such former taxa- 
tion has taken place, may tax such costs without any 
order referring the same for taxation, unless the Court, 
upon the application of the party alleging himself to be 
aggrieved, prohibits the taxation of such costs; and the 
costs to be certified by the taxing master shall be reco- 
verable by subpcma. 

39. Where it is directed that costs shall be taxed in 
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case the parties differ about the same, the party claiming 
the costs shall hring the bill of, costs into the taxing mas- 
ter's office, and give notice of his having so done to the 
other party ; and at any time within eight days after such 
notice, such other party shall have liberty to inspect the 
same without fee, if he thinks fit. And at or before the 
expiration of the eight days, or such further time as the 
taxing master shall in his discretion allow, such other 
party shall either agree to pay the costs or signify his dis- 
sent therefrom, and shall thereupon be at liberty to tender 
a sum of money for the costs. But where he makes no 
such tender, or where the party claiming the costs refuses 
to accept the sum so tendered, the taxing master shall pro- 
ceed to tax the costs. And where the taxed costs shall not 
exceed the sum tendered, the costs of the taxation shall 
be borne by the party claiming the costs. 

40. Where any costs are by any decree or order directed 
to be taxed, and to be paid out of any money in Court, the 
taxing master in his certificate of taxation, shall state the 
total aniount of all such costs as taxed, without any direc- 
tion for that purpose in such decree or order,

11. The fees payable on proceedings before a Judge in 
chambers, under the said act, shall be the same as the fees 
payable according to the Orders XXXVIII. and XXXIX., 
in respect of other proceedings commencing by summons, 
and shall also, in all other respects be regulated by those 
Orders. 

12. Where the Judge directs that any matter com- 
menced by summons under the said act shall be heard in 
open Court, the same fees shall be payable, and the same 
costs shall be allowed, as would have been payable in 
respect of any other matter so heard; 
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Leases and Saler of Settled Estates. 

25. The fees and aUowances to all officers and solicitors 
of the Court, in respect of the matters under the act, shall 
he such fees and allowanees as by the practice of the 
Court, and Orders XXXVIII. and XXXIX they are 
entitled to take and charge for busiaess of a similar 
nature. 



Trial by .Jury, Fees to Undersherifp, etc. 

37. The summons for a view, and the orders to be made 
thereon, shall state the place at which the view is to be 
made, and the distance thereof from the office of the under 
sheriff. And the sum to be deposited ia the hands of the 
under-sheriff shall be =£"10 in case of a common jury, and 
£16 in case of a special jury, if such distance shall not 
exceed five miles, and £15 in case of a common jury, and 
£21 in case of a special jury, if it shall be above five miles ; 
and if such sum shall be more than sufficient to pay the 
expenses of the view, the surplus shall forthwith be re- 
turned to the solicitor or party who obtained the view ; 
and if such sum shaU. not be sufficient to pay such 
expenses, the deficiency shall forthwith be paid by such 
solicitor or party to the under-sheriff. And the under- 
sheriff shall pay and account for the money so deposited

To the bailiff, for summoning each juryman 
whose residence shall not he more than five 
miles distance from the office of the under- 
sheriff . . . . .026 
And to the bailiff, for summoning each juryman 
whose residence does exceed five miles of 
such distance. . . . .050 

38. The mode and practice of proceeding to nominate 
and reduce a special jury, and the proceedings after any 
order for a view shall have been made as aforesaid, shall 
be the same in aU respects as are now or for the time 
being shall be in force in the superior courts of common 
law, when a special jury is ordered to be struck or a view 
is to be had, or as near thereto as the practice of this 
court wlH admit.

II. Eegulations as to Solicitobs' Fees and Charges.

1. Solicitors shall he entitled to charge and be allowed 
the fees set forth in the column headed " Lower Scale " in 
the second schedule hereto, in the several cases following, 
unless the Court shall make order to the contrary j that 
is to say, 

1st. In all suits by creditors, legatees, (whether 
specific, pecuniary, or residuary,) devisees (whether in 
trust or otherwise), heirs at law or next of kin, in 
which the personal or real, or personal and real estate, 
for or against or in respect of which, or for an account 
or administration of which, the demand may be made, 
shaU be under the amount or value of 1000^.

5. In any case certified for the lower scale of Court fees 
in which it shall happen that the solicitor shall become 
entitled to charge and be allowed according to the higher 
scale of solicitors' fees, the deficiency in the fees of Court 
shall be made good. 

6. In any case in which the fees of Court have been paid 
upon the higher scale, and in which it shaU happen that 
the solicitor shall become entitled to charge and be allowed 
only according to the lower scale of solicitors' fees, the 
excess of fees of Court so paid may be -allowed upon the 
taxation of costs, if the circumstances of the case shall, in 
the judgment of the taxing-master, justify such allowance. 
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7. The stamps for denoting the payment of fees of Court 
shall be of the amounts set forth in the fifth schedule 
hereto.

IV. Eegulations as to Chaeges foe Copies deliveeeu 
BY Parties and Somcitoes. 

{See 1st Rule of Order XXX VI) 

1. The charges for all copies delivered by parties or 
solicitors under the 3rd, 4th, or 5th Eules of the 36th of 
the Consolidated General Orders shall be at the rate of 
fourpence per folio, except in the cases next hereinafter 
mentioned. 

2. The charges for copies of pleadings, and other pro- 
ceedings and documents delivered under the 3rd, 4th, and 
5th Eules of the 36th of the Consolidated General Orders, 
to a person admitted to sue or defend in forma pawperis, or 
to his solicitor, by or on behalf of any other party, shall 
be at the rate of one penny-halfpenny per folio. Provided 
always, that if such person shall become entitled to receive 
divers costs, the charges for such copies shall be at the rate 
of fourpence per folio ; and nothing shall be allowed in 
taxation in respect of such charges, until such person or 
his solicitor shall have paid or tendered to the solicitor or

apply to any copy which shall have been delivered by the 
party himseK who is directed to pay the costs, and not by 
his solicitor. 

3. The charges for copies delivered by a person admitted 
to sue or defend in forma pauperis, other than those 
delivered by his solicitor, shall be at the rate of one penny- 
halfpenny per folio. 

4. All office copies and other copies of pleadings, pro-

3. Where any person is by a decree or order made in 
any suit or matter directed to pay money or costs in a 
limited time, and, after due service of such decree or or- 
der, refuses or neglects to make such payment according 
to the exigency of such decree or order, the person prose- 
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cuting such decree or order shall, at the expiration of the 
time limited for such payment, be entitled to a commission 
of sequestration, which may he issued by the Clerks of 
Eecords and Writs, without any special Order, upon pro- 
duction of evidence to the same effect as that which would 
heretofore have been required on issuing a Writ of 
Attachment for default in making such payment. 

4. The form of subpoena for costs mentioned in Sche- 
dule E. to the Consolidated General Orders shall be varied 
by omitting therefrom the words " an attachment issuing 
against your person, and :" Provided always that where a 
subpoena is issued . for costs payable under a decree or or- 
der, which states that payment thereof may be enforced 
by attachment, as mentioned in the 9th Eule of this Order, 
then the subpoena shall be in the form heretofore used.

2. Where costs are directed to be paid out of a fund in 
Court, the fees of taxation, shall not be payable, by 
means of stamps, but shall be carried over and transferred 
in manner hereinafter provided, and to that intent the 
Taxing Master shall in such cases certify the amount of 
such fees. 

3. In each of the divisions of the Accountant-General's 
Office, an account shall from henceforth be kept, intituled 
" The Paymaster-General's Fees of Taxation Account ;" and 
when any such Certificate, as is mentioned in the preceding 
Eule, is left at the Office of the Accountant-General, to be 
acted on, the amount of Fees certified thereby shall be 
carried over from the Fund out of which the costs are 
directed to be paid to the last-mentioned account in that 
division of the Accountant-General's Office in which the 
accoiint, to the credit of which such Fund shaU. be stand- 
ing, is kept. 

4. As soon as conveniently may be after the 31st day of 
January, the 30th day of April, the 31st day of July, and 
the 31st day of October in each year, upon receiving from 
the Paymaster-General's Office a direction to the Governor 
and Company of the Bank of England to credit the account 
in their books of Her Majesty's Paymaster-General " Cash 
Account," with the amount of cash standing on those days 
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respectively on the credit of the said account in each of 
the divisions of the Accountant-General's Ofiice, entitled 
" The Paymaster-General's Fees of Taxation Account," the 
Accountant-General shall, by certificate under his hand, 
direct the Governor and Company of the said Bank to 
transfer from his account the amount so expressed in such 
direction to such cash account of the Paymaster- General 
accordingly, and such Certificate of the Accountant-General 
shall be a good and ST;tfficient authority to the said Bank 
to write off the amount therein mentioned from the account 
of the Accountant-General, and to place it to the account 
of the Paymaster-General " Cash Account " as aforesaid, 
without any further Order of this Court, and upon re- 
ceiving from the said Bank a certificate that such trans- 
fer from the account of the Accountant-General to the 
account of the Paymaster-General has been effected, the 
Accountant-General is to cause the amount so trans- 
ferred to be placed to the debit of the proper account 
in his books. 

5. This Order shall come into operation on the 21st day 
of January, 1870, and Eule 2 shall be deemed to take effect 
as from the first day of October last, except as regards such 
Fees of Taxation (if any) as may have been paid by means 
of stamps since that day.

6. Where any documents are produced to the Court 
fsom proper custody, they shall be read without further 
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proof, if they appear genuine, and if no objection be taken 
thereto ; and if the admission of any document so produced 
be objected to, the Judge may adjourn the hearing for the 
production of the documents, and the party objecting shall 
pay the costs caused by such objection, in case the docu- 
ments shall afterwards be proved, unless the Judge shall 
otherwise order. 

11. The allo"wance to be made to witnesses for attend- 
ance either before the Court or Eegistrar shall in no case 
exceed the highest rate of the allowances in actions.
